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ter,as is manifcft in artificial glaciationsjbut alfo it ever retain 
the above /aid fex-angular figure, altogether like that of thofi 
Cryftals. Which may alfo be the very cai*£e ofthefex-angulai 
figure in Snow 5 this being nothing elfe but water concreted bj 
its natural which is a nitrous exhalation* And to make 

it yet more manifeft, that the/e are indeed expirations of niter, 
I digg’d up fome of the earth,and drew a Salt from it,which hac 
both the taft and figure of Niter > though fome grains of it were 
of a fquare, others of a pyramidal, figure. 

It therefore ought not to be affirm’d,that a dewy vapour ij 
of it felf able to be form’d into a folid gem, becaufe,if that were 
fo, fuch vapours being eafily carried by any motion of tbe Ail 
from thofe narrow places,and falling down in dew far from the 
fame,Cryftals would be formed in thofe other places; but they 
are only form’d there: Whence we may very probably inferr, 
that thence are raifed the exhalations, which do concrete the 
dew, after fuch a manner as the vapour or exhalation of Lead 
coagulates Quickfilver. 

A Relation of anlnland-Sea.mar Danzick, yeilding at a certain fea - 
fin of the year a green (1ubjtance , which caufietb certain death 5 toge. 
ther with an Ovfervation about white Amber: Communicated by 
Mr. Kirkby, in a Letter written to the Pubiijher from Danzick 
Decemb. 19,1671* 

N Ear a fmall village, call'd Tucl^umy 2~ German miles diftant 
from this Citty weft-ward, there is an Inland»Sea ( made 
by the meeting of three rivolets,fome fprings from theadjoyt*- 
ing hillocks,and the de/cending rain and fnoW'water,)of about 
halfaGerman mile long and an eight part of fuch a mile broad. 
It ftretches NNW and S S W. About the midle of the bow on 
the Eaft-fide it difehargeth it felf with a pretty ftream j as it alfo 
doth in another place more Southerly. The foil of the ground 
round about feems to be land mixt with clay. Its fhore gene¬ 
rally fandy,as is its bottom alfo. Its depth, where deepeft, four 
fathoms ^ but for the moft part but one, or one fathom and an 
half. Tis ftored with wholefome and delicate Fifh,,as Pearcb, 
Roch, Eles, &c. and famed for a fmall fi(h , much efteem’d 
here, and not much unlike a Pearch •, only not fb party colon- 
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red, and having a larger head proportionable to its body, call'd 
the Cole-pearch. The water fvveet and vvholefome; but only 
in the three Summer months, June, July, and Auguft, it becoms 
every year, during the dry weather, green in the midle with an 
hairy efflorefcence-which green fubftance, being by Tome vi® 
lent wind forced a fhore, and with the water drunk by any 
Cattel, Dog, or Poultry, caufeth certain and fud den death; 
whereas at the lame time, that a knowing and ingenuous per- 
Ion (vvhofirft acquainted me with itj faw three dogs killed 
with it, the Horfes that were ridden into the water beyond 
the place,where this green fubftanoe floated, drunk without 
any hurt; and that alio, during the fame feafon, the water in 
theftreams, that flow from it, are vvholefome. I fhallen* 
deavonr, if you defire it, to procure fome of that fluff, and get 
it examin’d by a chymical analyfis. 

One thing more Jmuftadd, that the chief Filher here in¬ 
form’d me, that tvvocr three years ago fifhing in this Sea, his 
net brought up a confiderable large piece of white Amber, 
which as a rarity he prefented to one of the chief Fathers of the 
Olive's Abby, to which this Sea belongs. Now fince this Sea 
is not to be fufpe&ed to come from the Ocean, it lying fo high, 
and about three German Miles diftant from the Ocean; and 
fince alfo the neighbouring woods that bear none, but highly 
refinous trees, cannot be reafonably faid to furnifh fuch Amber, 
that conje&ure, which imports that Amber is a bituminous fluid 
fubftance, hardnecf by the operations of the aqu-aerial parti¬ 
cles upon it, may receive fome confirmation from this 
account. 
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
